President  and  Members: 

AB  2918  (M.  Waters,  Statutes  of  1988,  Chapter  1585)  requires 
community  colleges  as  well  as  other  local,  state,  and  federal  agencies  and 
businesses  which  handle  hazardous  materials  to  (1)  establish  and  implement 
business  plans  for  emergency  response  to  a  release  of  hazardous  materials,  and 
(2)  take  inventory  of  chemical  materials  (labeling). 

The  1989-90  and  1990-91  Budget  Acts  provided  $2,998,733  and 
$3,000,000,  respectively,  to  reimburse  community  colleges  for  costs  related  to 
developing  the  business  plan.  The  State  Chancellor's  Office,  California 
Community  Colleges  with  the  Department  Finance's  concurrence,  determined  that 
it  is  appropriate  to  use  these  funds  not  only  for  the  actual  development  of 
the  plan,  but  also  for  related  activities  such  as  (1)  training  of  college 
personnel,  (2)  purchasing  equipment  (computers)  for  maintaining  storage 
inventories,  and  (3)  purchasing  appropriate  video  programs  for  training. 

These  funds  were  allocated  to  the  districts  on  an  ADA  basis.  San 
Francisco  was  allocated  $132,300  from  the  1989-90  Budget  Act  and  $130,838  from 
the  1990-91  Budget  Act  for  a  total  allocation  of  $236,138.  By  adoption  of 
Resolution  No.  910627-B7  at  their  regular  meeting  on  June  27,  1991,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  appropriated  funds  receivable  from  these  two  allocations  in  the 
amount  of  $236,138. 

The  District  has  been  informed  that  the  1991-92  State  Budget  Act 
provides  another  $3,000,000,  again  to  reimburse  community  colleges  for  costs 
related  to  developing  the  business  plan.  From  these  funds,  the  District  has 
been  allocated  $128,962. 

This  is  a  reimbursement  program,  as  such,  it  is  proposed  that  the 
allocations  be  treated  as  a  grant  and  be  appropriated  on  the  basis  of  an 
account  receivable.  All  expenditures  would  be  charged  to  the  grant  account 
with  claims  being  filed  with  the  State  Chancellor's  Office  for  reimbursement.

President  and  Members: 

On  February  13,  1990,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education,  Division  of 
Audit  and  Program  Review,  issued  a  Program  Determination  Letter  demanding  a 
repayment  of  $813,122  from  the  District.  This  demand  was  based  upon  some 
irregularities  noted  in  the  District's  CPA  audit  reports  of  June  30,  1985, 
June  30,  1986,  and  June  30,  1987  in  the  manner  in  which  the  federal  student 
financial  assistance  programs  were  administered  by  the  District  by  the 
Community  College  Centers,  now  known  as  the  Campuses. 

After  engaging  the  legal  firm  of  Dow,  Lohnes  and  Albertson,  and 
after  a  thorough  reexamination  of  the  audit  sampling  techniques,  the  federal 
regulations  and  program  instructions  in  effect  in  1984-87,  and  a  detailed 
review  of  documentation  contained  in  every   financial  aid  student  folder 
together  with  a  formal  opinion  by  our  CPA  on  the  review,  we  have  resolved  our 
differences  and  have  arrived  at  the  figure  of  $147,221  plus  interest  accrued 
from  the  date  of  the  original  program  determination  letter  as  the  SFCCD 
liability  to  the  U.S.  government  in  the  audit.  In  addition  we  have  a  $22,670 
liability  to  the  lenders  of  Stafford  Loans  made  to  our  students. 

Pursuant  to  Resolution  No.  900830-B7,  "Authorizing  agreement  with 
the  Office  of  Student  Financial  Assistance,  U.S.  Department  of  Education  for 
the  purpose  of  resolving  the  audit  of  certain  of  the  federal  student  financial 
assistance  programs  administered  by  the  SFCCD  for  the  three-year  period  ending 
June  30,  1987,  Community  College  Centers",  we  have  made  two  good  faith 
payments  of  $50,000  to  the  Office  of  Student  Financial  Assistance,  U.S. 
Department  of  Education.  This  leaves  an  additional  $47,221  plus  interest  to 
be  paid  to  the  0SFA. 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Education  informed  us  that  the  $47,221  must 
be  paid  within  forty-five  days  from  September  16,  1991.  However,  the 
repayment  would  be  applied  to  interest  first,  and  that  the  balance  due  will  be 
billed  to  us.  In  order  to  mitigate  the  accrual  of  additional  interest,  the 
$47,221  has  been  paid  promptly  in  early  October  1991.

President  and  Members: 

The  SFCCD  is  a  member  of  the  State  Wide  Association  of  Community 
Colleges  (SWACC),  a  Joint  Powers  Authority  organized  for  the  purpose  of  self- 
funding  property  and  liability  insurance  for  its  members  up  to  a  $1  million 
dollar  limit. 

Section  II,  K,  2  of  the  SWACC  Administrative  Guide  reads  as  follows: 
"The  following  minimum  risk  management  practices  have  been  adopted  by  the 
Board:  a.  Safety  inspections  of  all  facilities  a  minimum  of  every  two  years 
by  an  outside  qualified  safety  inspector,  b:  Building  evaluations  every   five 
years,  with  annual  cost  of  construction  updates." 

On  May  4-9,  1989,  John  J.  Farinacci,  Loss  Prevention  Consultant, 
Keenan  &  Associates  conducted  a  Safety  Inspection  and  produced  a  52-page 
report  identifying  many  unsafe  facility  conditions  and  helpful  suggestions  on 
correcting  the  deficiencies.  The  Buildings  and  Grounds  Department  and  the 
instructional  departments  spent  considerable  effort  to  correct  the  unsafe 
conditions. 

We  have  been  informed  by  SWACC  that  we  are  due  for  the  periodic 
safety  inspection  and  that  Keenan  &  Associates,  "an  outside  qualified  safety 
inspector"  has  quoted  $10,550  to  perform  the  inspection.  In  view  of  the 
satisfactory  previous  inspection,  it  is  recommended  that  Keenan  &  Associates 
again  perform  the  inspection. 

California  Government  Code  Section  53060  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  legislative  body  of  any  public  or  municipal  corporation  or  district  may 
contract  with  and  employ  any  persons  for  the  furnishing  to  the  corporation  or 
district  special  services  and  advice  in  financial,  economic,  accounting, 
engineering,  legal,  or  administrative  matters  if  such  persons  are  specially 
trained  and  experienced  and  competent  to  perform  the  special  services 
required.  ..."

In  order  to  justify  and  support  our  request  for  funding,  a 
Project  Planning  Guide  must  be  submitted  to  the  State  Chancellor's  Office  by 
February  1,  1992.  The  Project  Planning  Guide  must  include  a  detailed  list  and 
estimated  cost  of  furniture  and  equipment  needed  at  initial  occupancy  of  the 
building. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  Resolution  No.  910124-B28  at  their 
regular  meeting  on  January  24,  1991,  which  authorized  the  execution  of 
Modification  No.  3  to  The  Architects  Collaborative,  Inc.  Agreement  in  the 
amount  of  $9,500.  This  Modification  provided  for  professional  services  of  the 
architect  to  develop  a  list  and  estimated  cost  of  furniture  only.  The 
preparation  of  this  list  did  not  involve  design,  manufacture  selection,  or 
specific  plan  layout  considerations. 

At  the  request  of  staff,  the  architect  has  submitted  a  proposal  to 
provide  additional  services  to  implement  the  space  planning  studies  initiated 
under  Modification  No.  3.  The  additional  services  would  include: 

1.  Creation  of  component  and  workstation  files. 

2.  Furniture  and  workstation  layouts. 

3.  Furniture  manufacturer  selection. 

4.  Preparation  of  specifications  for  cost  estimation  and  bidding. 

5.  Preparation  of  block  plans  to  facilitate  delivery  and  placement. 

Staff  finds  the  services  proposed  to  be  necessary,  especially  for  a 
project  of  this  large  scope  and  recommends  acceptance. 

Article  4  of  the  Architect's  Agreement,  provides  for  the 
authorization  of  "Extra  Services"  not  covered  under  "Basic  Services"  provision 
of  the  Agreement.  The  services  proposed  would  be  classified  as  an  extra 
service.

Declaration  of  Emergency  by  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  Board  of  Trustees,  Phelan  Campus 

President  and  Members: 

The  bench  tops  in  chemistry  laboratories,  Rooms  S201  and  S202  in 
Science  Hall  have  deteriorated  through  years  of  use.  The  drain  troughs  leak 
in  some  places.  As  a  result,  the  wood  base  cabinets  have  been  exposed  to 
chemicals  causing  delamination  of  the  plywood  and  rusting  of  the  hardware. 
Staff  feels  that  with  these  conditions  existing,  there  is  a  potential  hazard 
to  students  using  the  laboratories.  It  is  proposed  that  this  potential  hazard 
be  removed  by  replacing  the  bench  tops,  drain  troughs,  sinks  and  reagent 
shelves  with  an  epoxy  resin  material. 

Funds  have  been  allocated  for  this  purpose  from  the  Program 
Improvement  Funds,  Phase  2.  Facilities  Planning  staff  prepared  construction 
and  bidding  documents  for  the  project  and  proposed  to  accomplish  the  work 
during  the  summer  break.  However,  this  was  precluded  due  to  the  lead  time 
needed  to  secure  and  fabricate  the  materials. 

The  next  alternate  time  available  is  the  winter  break.  An 
Interdepartmental  Work  Order  was  issued  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Bureau  of  Building  Repair  in  July,  1991  to  accomplish  the  project  during  the 
break.  However,  after  two  months,  DPW  Contract  Administration  has  declined  to 
issue  a  contract  for  the  work.  Consequently,  the  lead  time  has  been  greatly 
reduced,  and  now  a  true  emergency  exists.  In  order  to  proceed  with  the  work 
during  the  winter  break,  an  emergency  declaration  is  needed  by  October  23, 
1991. 

California  Public  Contract  Code  Section  20654  reads  as  follows:  "In 
an  emergency  when  any  repairs,  alterations,  work  or  improvement  is  necessary 
to  permit  the  continuance  of  existing  college  classes,  or  to  avoid  danger  to 
life  or  property,  the  board  may  by  unanimous  vote,  with  the  approval  of  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools,  make  a  contract  in  writing  or  otherwise  on 
behalf  of  the  district  for  the  performance  of  labor  and  furnishing  of 
materials  or  supplies  for  the  purpose  without  advertising  for  or  inviting 
bids".

The  advantage  of  contracting  with  the  Chancellor's  Office  is  that  it 
allows  districts  to  take  advantage  of  the  State  Franchise  Tax  Board's  Income 
Tax  Offset  Program.  This  means  that  if  a  student  has  an  outstanding 
obligation  with  a  district,  his  or  her  name  can  be  submitted  to  this  office 
for  collection.  If  the  student  then  files  a  state  income  tax  return  and  a 
refund  is  due,  the  tax  offset  program  will  deduct  the  amount  that  is  owed  to 
the  district  and  send  a  check  to  the  district  for  the  student  whose  name  was 
submitted  to  the  Chancellor's  Office. 

To  participate  in  this  program,  which  is  called  the  COTOP  Program, 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  will  have  to  agree  to  pay  the 
Chancellor's  Office  an  estimated  amount  equal  to  25%  of  amounts  collected. 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  contracted  with  and 
participated  in  the  COTOP  Program  during  the  tax  offset  years  from  1983 
through  1991.

Of  the  total  amount  of  $394,230.61  submitted  for  collection  to  COTOP 
for  the  1991  tax  offset  year,  the  gross  amount  of  $27,746.52  was  actually 
collected.

The  Homework  Hotline  Project  was  targeted  to 
San  Francisco  teenagers  who  were  enrolled  in  after-school  study  programs  in 
150  schools  sites  in  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District.  Teachers  from 
different  disciplines  appeared  on  the  show  and  presented  information  about 
subjects  that  students  were  studying.  Students  viewing  the  program  were  able 
to  telephone  the  Broadcasting  Department  studio  and  discuss  homework  problems 
with  quest  teachers  and  student  tutors. 

As  a  result  of  the  success  of  the  Homework  Hotline  Project,  the 
SFUSD  desires  to  expand  the  services  provided  in  the  previous  project.  These 
services  will  be  coordinated  by  the  Dean  of  Learning  Resources/Instructional 
Support,  Articulation,  and  K-12  Relations.  SFUSD  desires  service  in  the 
following  areas: 

1.  Student  interns  to  provide  tutorial  services  to  LEP  students  at 
Newcomer  and  Woodrow  Wilson  High  Schools, 

2.  Professors  to  team  with  teachers  to  provide  a  college  focused 
curriculum;  and 

3.  Technical  assistance  in  implementing  a  Multilingual  Homework 
Assistance  Television  Program  to  include  29  two  hour  sessions, 
facilities,  crew  members,  tutors  and  a  teacher.

Downtown  Campus  staff  members  working  on  the  first  floor  of  the  800 
Mission  Street  building  experience  cold  much  of  the  year  due  to  the 
configuration  of  the  front  doors.  When  people  enter  or  exit,  the  doors  are 
open  so  long  that  the  incoming  draft  cools  the  space. 

The  front  doors  are  standard  grade  storefront  doors,  but  are 
abnormally  tall.  They  are  a  continual  maintenance  problem  because  the 
internal  locking  bolts  frequently  get  out  of  adjustment  and  need  attention. 

Staff  has  conceived  and  designed  a  new  entry  which  will  answer  these 
main  defects.  A  door  will  become  the  main  entrance  for  most  persons,  while  an 
eleven  foot  deep  vestibule  will  provide  an  air  lock  for  the  rest.  The 
vestibule  will  have  swinging  doors  accessible  to  handicapped  persons  and  can 
be  used  by  anyone  preferring  them  to  the  revolving  doors.  The  new  doors  will 
be  of  superior  design  and  construction  so  that  maintenance  will  become  routine 
care  instead  of  continual  repair. 

The  structural  engineering  firm  of  SOH  &  Associates  was  requested  to 
submit  a  proposal  for  providing  the  following  services  for  this  work: 
structural  design  development  Including  cost  analysis,  working  drawings, 
specifications,  Office  of  the  State  Architect  (OSA)  approval,  review  of  shop 
drawings,  and  construction  observation.  The  firm  did  the  post-earthquake 
evaluation  of  District  buildings  and  are  presently  the  Structural  Engineering 
Consultants  for  the  new  Library  and  Shops  and  Warehouse  projects  at  Phelan 
Campus.

Board  of  Trustees  Substitute  Resolution  Nos.  910627  -  F1  through  F47 
concerned  the  appointments  and  salary  placements  for  academic  administrators  at 
City  College  of  San  Francisco.  In  particular,  resolutions  F1  through  F46  concerned  the 
appointments  of  academic  administrators  to  positions  within  the  new  organizational 
structure.  In  their  original  form,  these  substitute  resolutions  did  not  make  provision 
for  the  annual  compensation  for  the  appointments  which  they  concerned.  At  the 
same  time,  Substitute  Resolution  No.  910627-F47  included  a  directive  that,  effective 
for  the  1991-92  college  year,  certain  academic  administrators  should  be  released  from 
their  then  current  positions  and  reassigned  to  certain  designated  temporary 
administrative  positions  for  the  1 991-92  college  year  only.  Substitute  Resolution  F47 
further  directed  that  such  persons  who  were  reassigned  to  temporary  administrative 
assignments  should  be  compensated  at  their  1990-91  salary  and  not  subject  to  any 
additional  step  or  adjustment  whatsoever. 

During  the  Board  meeting,  an  oral  amendment  to  Substitute  Resolutions 
F1  through  F47  was  offered  to  provide  annual  compensation  figures  missing  from 
Resolutions  F1  through  F46.  The  amendment  provided  that,  with  the  exception  of 
one  administrator  whose  compensation  was  fixed  by  existing  contract,  the 
compensation  for  administrators  appointed  pursuant  to  Resolutions  F1  through  F46 
would  be  according  to  their  1991-92  salary  placement  while  the  compensation  for 
persons  reassigned  to  temporary  administrative  positions  pursuant  to  Substitute 
Resolution  F47  would  remain  at  the  1990-91  level.  Subsequently,  in  clarifying  the 
proposed  oral  amendment  relating  to  the  salary  placement  of  administrators  appointed 
pursuant  to  Substitute  Resolutions  F1  through  F46,  legal  counsel  also  referred  to 
administrators  appointed  pursuant  to  substitute  Resolution  F47  but  inadvertently 
omitted  reference  to  the  1990-91  salaries.

Mr.  Chet  Roaman  was  hired  as  a  full-time  instructor  in  August,  1988 
to  teach  ESL  and  Computers  at  the  Southeast  Campus.  Since  the  time  of  his 
employment  and  until  the  present,  Mr.  Roaman  has  been  seeking  verification  of 
his  full-time  related  experience  which  would  affect  his  salary  placement.  It 
was  only  just  recently  that  he  has  succeeded.  His  employment  was  difficult  to 
verify  because  it  was  all  in  the  1960's.  Each  of  the  employer's  records  for 
this  period  of  time  was  inaccessible  to  Mr.  Roaman.  He  has  recently  presented 
self-consistent  alternate  forms  of  verification  of  employment  based  on  tax 
records,  Social  Security  records,  resume  and  published  books. 

In  August  1988,  based  on  information  then  available,  Mr.  Roaman  was 
placed  at  salary  step  F8  ($28,224.56).  Based  on  the  verified  employment 
records  now  available  to  the  Personnel  Services  Office  his  initial  placement 
should  have  been  F12  ($33,712.64).  From  1988  through  1991  he  was  advanced 
from  F8  to  Fll  ($37,164.92)  on  an  annual  basis.  He  should  have  been  advanced

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The  order  of  business  may  be  revised  at  any  meeting  when,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  President,  such  revision  will  benefit  the  public  and/or  order  of  the  meeting.  In  the  conduct 
of  its  business,  the  procedure  of  the  Board  will  be  governed  by  the  policies  set  forth  in  this 
manual,  or  if  not  covered  thereby  then  by  the  Newly  Revised  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

B.  Preparation  for  Meetings.  The  agenda  for  Board  meetings  shall  be  delivered  to 
Board  members  at  least  seventy-two  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  regular  meetings  and  at  least 
twenty-four  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  special  meetings.  Resolutions  proposed  by  individual 
Board  members  must  obtain  the  concurrence  of  at  least  two  (2)  other  Board  members.  However, 
items  requiring  Board  action  which  do  not  appear  on  the  agenda  may  be  acted  upon  under  any 
of  the  following  circumstances:  1.  At  least  four  (4)  Board  members  determine  that  an 
emergency  exists,  2.  At  least  (5)  Board  members  (or  all  member  present  if  less  than  5) 
determine  that  the  need  to  act  occurred  after  the  required  posting  period,  or  3.  The  matter  was 
posted  on  an  agenda  prior  to  the  current  meeting.  An  "emergency  situation"  shall  mean:  (a) 
Work  stoppage  or  other  activity  which  severely  impairs  public  health,  safety,  or  both,  as 
determined  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  legislative  body,  (b)  Crippling  disaster  which 
severely  impairs  public  health,  safety,  or  both,  as  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  legislative  body.  Agenda  items  appearing  on  the  published  agenda  may  be  removed  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  Board.  The  Agenda  shall  be  posted  at  the  entrance  door  at  33  Gough  Street 
and  in  the  lobby  of  Conlan  Hall  at  City  College  of  San  Francisco,  50  Phelan  Avenue,  at  least 
seventy-two  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  the  regular  meetings  and  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior 
to  the  time  of  special  meetings.  A  notice  identifying  the  location,  date,  and  time  of  the 
meeting  shall  be  posted  at  the  above  mentioned  locations  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to 
the  meeting  and  shall  remain  so  posted  to  and  including  the  time  of  the  meeting. 

C.  Voting.  The  vote,  by  Ayes  and  Noes,  shall  be  taken  and  recorded  when 
demanded  by  any  member,  and  it  shall  be  taken  and  recorded  on  all  actions  authorizing  elections, 
appointments,  or  the  expenditure  of  money. 

D.  Adoption  of  Policies.  Any  policy  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board,  be  amended  or 
repealed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  four  members  at  any  meeting,  providing  notice  of  said 
intended  action  has  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting.  Any  policy  or  bylaw  which  is  regulatory 
as  to  the  Board  but  is  not  otherwise  required  by  law  may  be  suspended  temporarily  by  a  vote  of 
at  least  five  (5)  members  if  such  suspension  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  District. 

E.  Reports.  Board  members  requesting  reports  must  do  so  through  the  President  of 
the  Board  with  the  concurrence  of  at  least  two  (2)  other  Board  members. 

F.  Recording  Minutes  of  Meeting.  As  records  of  Board  actions  at  meetings,  the 
minutes  shall  contain  only  resolutions  and  ultimate  actions  of  the  Board,  but  if  any  Commissioner 
desires  to  have  any  additional  matter  included,  he/she  must  submit  a  written  statement  with  a 
request  that  it  be  included  in  the  minutes.  There  shall  also  be  a  tape  recording  of  the 
proceedings  and/or  some  other  means  of  maintaining  a  permanent  record  of  the 
proceedings. 

Records  of  all  business  transacted  and  of  all  policies  and  regulations  or  other 
controls  enacted  by  the  Board  shall  be  set  forth  in  full  in  the  official  Minute  Book  of  the  Board, 
which  shall  be  in  the  official  public  record  of  Board  actions. 
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G.  Regular  Meetings  of  the  Board.    One  or  more  meetings  shall  be  held  each  month, 

at  the  regular  meeting  place  of  the  Board,  City  College  of  San  Francisco,  50  Phelan  Avenue,  San 
Francisco  or  at  other  District  locations  served  by  the  District  or  at  other  locations  outside  the 
District  as  provided  by  law. 

H.  Special  Meetings  of  the  Board.     Such  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  presiding 

officer  of  the  Board  or  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  by  delivering  personally  or 
by  mail  written  notice  to  each  Board  member  and  to  appropriate  media.  Such  meetings  shall 
be  within  District  boundaries  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

/.  Meetings  Open  to  the  Public.    All  meetings  of  the  Board,  including  committees, 

shall  be  open  to  the  public  as  provided  by  law. 

J.  Meetings  Closed  to  the  Public.    All  closed  sessions  shall  be  closed  to  the  public. 

Closed  sessions  may  be  held  in  accordance  with  law  and  for  the  following  purposes: 

To  consider  the  appointment,  employment,  or  dismissal  of  an  employee. 

To  hear  complaints  or  charges  brought  against  an  employee  by  another  person. 

To  consider  the  expulsion,  suspension  or  disciplinary  action  in  connection  with 
any  student  of  the  District. 

To  consider  with  its  negotiations  representative  the  matter  of  salaries,  salary 
schedule,  or  fringe  benefits  of  employees. 

To  confer  with  its  negotiator  prior  to  the  purchase,  sale,  exchange,  or  lease  of  real 
property  by  or  for  the  District  to  give  instructions  to  its  negotiator  regarding  the 
price  and  terms  of  payment  for  the  purchase,  sale,  exchange,  or  lease. 

To  confer  with,  or  receive  advice  from,  its  legal  counsel  regarding  "pending 
litigation"  as  defined  in  Government  Code,  Section  54956.9  and  any  amendments. 

Closed  sessions  can  be  held  during  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

K.  Quorum.     A  quorum  for  the  conduct  of  Board  business  shall  consist  of  four 

members.   No  official  action  may  be  taken  when  a  quorum  is  absent. 

L.  Granting  the  Privilege  of  the  Floor.       A  person  desiring  to  speak  shall  be 

recognized  by  the  Chair  only  after  complying  with  the  following  procedures: 

For  matters  appearing  on  the  agenda,  an  individual  desiring  to  address  the  Board 
must  complete  a  "Request  to  Address  Board  of  Trustees"  card,  completing  the 
information  thereon  including  the  subject  to  be  addressed.  If  there  is  to  be  a 
written  report  presented,  a  copy(ies)  shall  be  submitted  in  advance  to  the 
Chancellor. 

Any  person  desiring  to  address  the  Board  on  non-agenda  items  must  also  complete 
the  "Request  to  Address  Board  of  Trustees"  card  and  will  be  recognized  at  the  end 
of  the  agenda. 
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Cards  for  these  purposes  are  available  in  the  Office  of  the  Chancellor  and  also  at 
the  Board  meeting.  Completed  cards  should  be  presented  to  the  Board  President 
prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  meeting.  As  a  matter  of  courtesy,  the  Board 
encourages  people  to  notify  the  Chancellor's  Office  in  advance  of  the  Board 
meeting  of  their  intention  to  address  the  Board. 

The  President  of  the  Board  reserves  the  right  of  determining  the  order  of  the 
speakers  and  changing  the  order  of  the  agenda  if  it  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  public 
and/or  the  order  of  the  meeting. 

Undue  interruptions  or  other  interferences  with  the  orderly  conduct  of  Board 
business  cannot  be  allowed.  Defamatory  or  abusive  personal  remarks  are  always 
out  of  order.  The  President  may  terminate  the  speaker's  privilege  of  address  if 
after  being  called  to  order,  he  or  she  persists  in  improper  conduct  or  remarks,  or 
if  the  speaker  fails  to  speak  on  the  subject  matter  for  which  the  privilege  of  the 
floor  was  granted.  The  appropriate  length  of  time  for  oral  presentations  shall  be 
determined  by  the  President  of  the  Board. 

No  oral  presentation  shall  include  charges  or  complaints  against  any  employee  of 
the  Board.  All  charges  or  complaints  against  an  employee  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the 
person  making  the  charge  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  Chancellor  who  shall,  after  investigation, 
transmit  a  report  to  the  Board.  There  shall  be  no  oral  presentation  or  discussion  of  such  matters 
in  open  public  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Prior  to  any  action  taken  by  the  Board  in  regard  to  presentations  from  the  floor, 
the  subject  shall  be  referred  to  the  Chancellor  for  his  or  her  consideration  and  report.
